Patient and industrious “carry on” will 
do wonders, but something more is needed. 
Too often “patient industry” is coupled with 
“dull persistence” in poorly thought out 
methods. 

Farmers today more than ever, must pian 
ahead, as well as “plug along”; indeed they 
have no option, if they wish to succeed. 

Co-ordination of head and hand will mean 
real success. Farming in Canada has paid 
and pays now on many farms.

Experimental Farm crops are sometimes 
claimed to be produced at too great cost.

REORUITS WANTED. 

The Provincial labor bureau is sending out a 
call for town volunteers to invade the harvest 
fields. It is caloulated that the Alberta farmer 
will need the help of thirteen thousand extra men 
during the next few weeks to take care of the har- 
vest which is the heaviest crop he ever raised 
Only three thousand are available, the officials 
say, and the other ten thousand will have to be 
recruited in the cities and towns or brought in 
from the outside—if they can be got. As the 
other prairie provinces have also large crops and 
ere short of help it may not practicable to 
secure this number in the eastern provinces and 
British Columbia. In any case the situation and 
the outlook are such that city and town men who 
can get away from their regular jobs, or who have 
none, are being asked to enlist in the legion of 
fork-handlers. For their services they will be 
paid at the going rate of wages. If there is a 
ready and sufficient response to the appeal two 
things of prime importance will be accomplished. 
The big crop will be taken care of; and the wages 


be 


paid for handling it will stay in Alberta. Both are | 


considerations of vital concern. It would be a 
crime if any large part of this year’s crop should 
be spoiled or serionsly damaged because help can- 
not be got to stook, stack and thresh it. And Al 
berta needs ever dollar kept at home that can be 
kept. Whoever helps to take off the crop will not 
only earn wages at a healthful oreupation, but 
will help to keep the proceeds in Alberta pockets, 
and thus to make conditions better for himself 
and for the public next winter—particularly con- 
ditions in the towns and cities.
